Section one thousand eighty­
seven-al9 (1087-aI9) of the supplement to the code, 1907, is hereby amended 
by inserting after the word" on" in the first line and before the word "Tues­
day" in the second line the words "the second".

votes given to each person for each different office and shall sign and eertify 
theretG and file the same with the county auditor. Such canvass and eertif­
icate shall be final as to all candidates for nomination to any elective county 
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office or office of a sub-division of a county; and the candidate or candidates of
